A‘Scene in the Detroit Opera-House— 
When Guiteau Will be Hanged. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, January 26.—The argu- 
ments fora new trial and in arrest of judg- 
ment in the Guitéau case will be 
heard on Saturday, the law 
allowing four days within which the mo- 
tions can be called up. There is no expec- 
tation thata new trial will be granted, as 
there was not a single exception taken in the 
case worthy of such considera- 
tion. The latitude given to the 
prisoner and to the defense by 
Judge Cox will now prove to be of ad- 
vantage to the government, as it will un- 
doubtedly prevent the court in bane 
from sustaining any of the exceptions. There 
will, however, be a stronger argument in 
support of the motion in arrest of judgment, 
on the ground of want of jurisdiction, and 

THE DEFENSE 
have been promised upon this motion the 
support of some very eminent counsel, 
Richard T. Merrick, of Tilden’s 
counsel before the electoral commission, 
has volunteered to argue that question, as 
bas Judge Atkinson, alawyer of eminence 
in Baltimore, but the best opinion 
of the lawyers is that the 
attempt to obtain an arrest of judgment on 
that ground will fail, as will the motion for 
a new trial; and then all that can in- 
tervene to prevent the execution of 
the assassin will be the delayin sentenc- 
ing made necessary by tbe laws of 
the country and the Court. The 
earliest day at which the execution can take 
place under the lawis July the first. 
GUITEAU 

is reported as not bearing up well at the jail 
and to show a very marked change 
since the verdict. His courage 
is gone and the warden Bays he 
isadifferent man. His confidence in his 
own destiny, which is remarkable, has not 
yet, however, fully left him and 
he still expresses the hope 
and expectation that something 
will yet bappen to save him fromthe gallows. 
Lawyer Scoville, indeed, confidentially ex- 
presses the opinion that before the time for 
his sentence can arrive, his brother-in-law 
will have become a raving maniac. 


A-oTalk With Scoville. 
Special to the Post Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, January 26.—Mr. Scoville 
evidently has littie hopes ofa newtrial. To 
your correspondent he said that he would 
on Saturday move for a new trial 
before Judge Cox, and -if this was refused 
would take the case tothe courtin bana? 

‘“‘Ardif that failed?’’ queried the corres - 
pondent. 

“Then he must hang,’’ responded Mr. 
Scoville. “Solemniy, there are but two 
more steps between this insane 
man and eternity where the prosecution is 
striving to send him.”’ 

**Do you still hold the same feeling towards 
the prosecution that you have expressed?” 

“Tl hardly think it proper to speak of that,” 
he answered, “though [may do so at. the 
proper time. Thereisa secret history to 
this case, and it will startle the public, and I 
may find it necessary to tell it.’’ 

‘“*‘Under what circumstances, Mr. Scoville, 
will you conclude to give this tothe pub- 
lic??? 

*“Why,’? said Mr. Scoville with much earn- 
estness, “In case this man is hanged,”’ 

‘*How does this seem to affect him?’’ 

“Well, itis hard to tell yet what the effect 
willbe. Heis yet hoveful ofa new trial. 
If it is settled that he wil get none,the result 
will doubtiess be one of two things, either 
he will become a maniac or will assume a 
sort of exalted state, believing that he is to 
die a martyrs’ death for the nation, and so 
go to the scaffold.

DETROIT, January 26.—Quite an excite- 
ment was stirred up the Opera House last 
night where Herrman the magician was ex- 
hibiting. Between the performance the re- 
sult of the Guiteau trial was announced 
when the audience at once broke into loud 
applause. In the midst of the noise a hiss 
from the gailery was heard. As 
soon as the signs of approbation 
subsided a little the hiss became more audi- 
bie and there were cries of condemnation. A 
special officer instantly discovered the man 
who was hissing and stepping down the 
steep aisie advised himto desist. This at- 


tracted attention to him and before the offi- 
cer could get him out of the theater a crowd 
of men and boys near by pitched upon the 
offender.

Frederick Hechler's Attempt at 
Suicide. 


His Savage Fight With the 
Doctors. 


His Hand Nearly Severed From His 
Arm. 


Frederick Hechler, aGerman shoemaker, 
43 years of age, attempted suicide at 
2:46 p.-m. i to-day. Hechler’ has 
been the proprietor of ashoe store at 513 
Chestnut street for several months. This 
afternoon he went down to his place of resi- 
dence, in the second-story of the building 
northwest corner of Sixth and 
Hickory streets, entered the back 
room and locked the door. About2 o’clock 
his wife heard groans coming from this room 
and she immediately suspected something 
and alarmed the reighbors. Police whistles 
were blown by acouple of men and soon 
Officer McMahon was on hand. McMahon 
climbed up on the door knob, 
looked over the transom and saw Hechler 
lying over the sink in the corner of the room. 

THE DOOR WAS BURST OPEN 
and the officer rushed in to find the man with 
his left arm above the wrist apparently 
cut in two, and the blood 
still flowing in streams into 
the sink, which was half full of coagulated 
blood already. In his right hand Hechler 
clutched a little razor, which was also cov- 
ered with blood. As soon as 
McMahon laid bold of him the 
man looked up and said, “I often saw

The Gould Interest Assimilate An- 
other Railroad.

The Swallowing Process Quickly but 
Surely Going on. | 


The latest sensationin railroad circles is 
the purchase of a controlling interest of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railroad by Jay 
Gould aad C. P. Huntington, this being one 
more link in the chain ofthe great railroad 
system, which is slowly but surely stretching 
its grasp over the west and south. 
west. The St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad expects to have its line completed 
to St. Louis within a year. It was no secret 
in New York that Huntington was working 
in the interests ofthe Southern Pacific, and 
it is stated that on Tuesday night Jay 
Gould consented to take up half of the 


amount of stock necessary for the control of 
the road. The transaction was purely a pri- 
vate Jone and the details of the purchase 
and sale have not been made public; fit is 
known that the stock was deliyered and the 
money paid yesterday. 

THE EFFECT ON THE STOCK MARKET 
was that. there was a very  ap- 
preciabie advance in quotations of St. Louis 
and San Francisco and in Missouri Pacifie. 
The St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad is 
directly interested with the Atehison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad in the construction of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, and this 
completes a system between California, New 
Mexico and Mexico. The result of this great 
movement in regard to its advantages to the 
Gould interests can scarcely be calculated, ~ 


was chartered under law, July 27, 1866, to

the Missouri, Kansasand Texas. In 1876 the 
St. Louis and San Francisco compahy was 
organized, and the property of the previous 
organization was bought by it under fore- 
closure proceedings. Within two years the 
St. Louis and San Francisco and the Atcbi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Te railroad com- 
panies began an extension from AJbuquer- 
que west to the Pacific coast, and 
all outstanding share capital of the Atlantic 
and Pacific company, amounting to $20,000,- 
000, was placed in trust for the benefit of the 
two companies. First mortgage 6 per cent 
bonds, at the rate of $25,000 a mile, were is- 
sued for the construction of the road. Pay- 
ment of interest on these bonds was provided 
for by both companies agreeing to cevote 25 
per cent of the receipts of all traffic to the 
Atlantic and Pacitic. The road has been 
completed about 300 miles west of Albuquer- 
que, and the enterprise threatened the 
southern Pacific on one hand, and the geo- 
graphical situation of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco between the railroads compos- 
ing the Southwestern system was a cause of 
lneasiness to the managers of those roads. 
The building of a tine into St. Louis from the 
Pacific and the contemplated extension of 
the Fayetteville branch into Texas were op- 
posed by Southwestern roads, For several 
months officers of the Southern Pacific, At- 
lantic and Pacific, and of two companies 
building it, have conferred in regard to 
stopping the construction of the new line and 
making connection with the Southern Pacific 
in the vicinity of the Colorado river. 
THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC 

offered, amoug other things, to make a pro- 
rata division on through business. Negotia- 
tions have not been concluded, and it was 
said recently tobe doubtful whether any 
agreement would be reached. The purchase 
of the control of the stock of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco road probably put an end 
to tye negotiations. The company hasa joint 
interest in the new line, and the new man- 
agement, with the consent of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe, will not extend it fur- 
ther than toa connection with the Southern 
Pacific near the Colorado River. 

The stock purchased was inthe hands of 
J. & W. Seligman & Co., who, it is said, still 
retain an interest in thé railroad, asmal! pro- 
portion of the remaining stock being held in 
Boston. The capital stock is $25,000,000, di- 
vided into common stock, $10,500,000; pre- 
ferred stock, $10,000,000, and first preferred, 


$4,500,000.

The Police Power to Regulate Street 
Trafic—The Ordinances—Mr. 
Simmons Interviewed. 


The Herdic troubles were the topic of con- 
versation all over town to-day. The coachss aly 
came down crowded this morning, and the 
passengers, as they dropped out, stood 
around watching for some demonstration, 
but it did not happen. Sergeant Palmer and 
a squad of police were on the battle-ground 
at Fourth and Olive early this morning, but 
all they had to do was to keep the crowd of 
idlers from assembling. The plan pursued 
bythe Herdick Company this morning was 
not to stop at the corner at all, making a run- 
ning turn, and this course was adopted up to 
10 a. m. Superintendent Hickman said thatin 
the morning hours all the passengers were 
atthe West End, but that later in the day 
the traffic would begin from Fourth street, 
and then he supposed the coaches would 
stop and the drivers be arrested the same as 
on yesterday. Tbe public sentiment is still 
overwhelmingly with tbe Rapid Transit 
Company, and the mistake is _ still 
made of blaming the street car companies 
for the trouble. As will be seen bythe in- 
te: view|published with Mr. Simmons below, 
this is a great mistake, which has utterly no 
foundation in fact. 

AT FOURTH AND OLIVE STREETS 
this morning there wasareign of absolute 
quiet, although, during the forenoon little 
groups of people gathered to watch the pro- 
ress of events. and discuss the situation. 


There was some little difference of 
opinion regarding the rights of 
the Herdic corporation, and the 


ordinance on public vehicles was discussed 
fully, and put under various constructions. 
The morning opened damp, muggy and dis- 
agreeable, and was not at all conducive for 
out of door sight-seeing, and abortive at- 
tempts tocreate any excitement fell dead 
and heavy. 
SERGEANT CAMPBELL 

and a squad of six men were on hand shortly 
after day break,but it was a mere holiday for 
them, so far as work was concerned,and they 
merely sauntered aroundidly and listlessiy, 
keeping their hands in by keeping the smal!

ible. This decided the tactics 


or the day, and the farce of arresting and 
rearresting the drivers was at an end, so far 
as Olive street was concerned. The police 
' ‘Were prepared to enforce the ordinance on 
the subject according to their interpretation 
however, and watched matters closely and 
earefully. 

Asthe morning advanced a number of 
boys and men appeared on the corners made 
by the intersection of Fourth and Olive 
streets, bearing upon long poles placards 
with such inscriptions as “Six tickets for 25 
cents,’’ “Stand by the Herdics,’’ “Do not 
support railroad monopolies,” ‘*Who owns 
ae streets of St.Louis?” and other sentences 
of a sitilar nature. They circulated with- 
out molestation and attracted considerable 
attention from passers-by. 

AT 10 O’CLOCK 
the sun came out and passage became more 
general. The Herdics were carrying passen- 
gers both ways but stopped no longer than 
was absolutely necessary to allow them to 


get off and on. The company 
is certainly benefiting by the 
excitement and are doing more 


business than at any time since they begun 
operations. A reporter of the PosT-D1s- 
PATCH took a ride along the route this morn- 
ing and found that the cabs were in very 
good demand. Of coursein these vehicles, 
the passengers were of one opinion.

THE ORDINANCE. 

The cases are instituted under the follow- 
ing ordinance: “‘It shall be the dutyof all 
owners, drivers or other persons in charge 
of any wood cart or coal wagon, or other ve- 
hicle used for the conveyance of coal, or of- 
fering the same for sale in the city, to occupy 
with their wagons, carts or vehicles the 
stand or stands which shail be selected and 
designated by the Police Commissioners in 
pursuance of this article, and such coal 
wagons, carts or other vehicles Shall not be 
allowed to stand, nor sbail coal be offered 
forsale, orsold from anv wagon, cart or 
other vehicle in any street, lane or avenue, 
except such as shall be designated as afore- 
ssid; nor shall any furniture car, 
hackney carriage, cab or cabriolet occupy any 
part of any street, Jane or avenue as stands 
except the places selected and designated for 
that purpose; and every owner of any such 
waon, cart or vehicle, or bis agent, driver or 

erson in hisemploy, or the owner, agent, 

river, person in charge of any furniture 
car, backney carriage, cad or cabriolet within 
the purvieu bereof who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this article or any of the 
rules and regulations made in pursuance 
thereof shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and, upon conviction thereof, shal) 
be fined not less than nor more than $15 
for each and every offense.”’ 


CONTINUED. 

To-day the cases were continued unti! next 
Monday, when one of the defendants will be 
tried and all the testimony be introduced. 
This will enable the court to form an opinion 
in the other cases, which will probably be 
rested on the one tried. The drivers are 
charged with obstructing the street and with 
occupying stands not designated by the 
Board of Police Commissioners.

25, Article, Section 2. That section provides 
that hackney carrisges, baygage wagous, 
omnibuses, hotel coacbes and all vehicles 
used in the transportation of passengers or 
baggage, are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to be located and stationed for business 
purposes upon the following street, Viz.: 
Onthe southside of Poplar streets from 
Tenth to Twelfth street; on the east and 


west side of Eleventh street, 
from Spruce to the north line of 
Poplar street; on Main street from 


Plum street to Cedar street, and on the 
Levee (or Front street) from Spruce to 
O’Fa!lon street, subject to control of the Po- 
lice Commissioners, as provided in article 2, 
section 1 of chapter 31. 

Mr. Bell stated that the president of the 
Herdic Company was entirely mistaken when 
ho said that his compauy was paying the 
same license as street car companies. Com- 
panies of the latter class were oper- 
ating under special charters compeiling 
them to pay a special tax or license of $25 on 
each car, whereasthe Herdics pay a vehicle 
license of only $15, and are entitled to no 
more privileges unless they comply with the 
law, which the Police Commissioners invited 
them todo. On complaint being made to 
the Commissioners they invited the presi- 
dent of the Herdic Company t» meet them 
and select a place, but he refused to be pres- 
ent, orat least did not attend, and they had 
nothing else to do but to take the action they 
did. The section under which the order was 
made provides: 

It shail be the duty of the Police Commis- 
sioners of the city of St. Louis to select and 
designate suitable and convenient places and 
parts of streets and avenues as stands for 
coal wagons, wood carts, furniture cars, 
hackney carriages, carts, cabriolets and 
other vehicles, which usually occupy parts of 
the public streets and avenues, by their own- 
ers temporarily for the purpose of making 
sales or secking employment. Article 2, sec- 
tion 1, R. O. 

Itis not contended, continued Mr. Bell, 
that they have not the right to stop there or 
atany otber point, providing the commis- 
sioners grant their assent, butthis must first 
be obtained and unless it is the commission: 
ers have a perfect right to make them move 
on. 

In regard to what Istated about the street 
railroad companies it should be remempered 
that they are also compelled to keep the streets 
in proper condition. The Franklin avenue 
company also pays the city a bonus for the 
privilege of operating, and will also be com- 
pelled to pay for all extensions and addi- 
tional privileges. 

MR. E. C, SIMMONS 
was seen athis office this morning. ‘‘It is 
understood that you are the member of the 
Police Board that introduced the resolution 
against the Herdics stopping on Fourth and 
Oiive streets,” said the reporter. 

‘*That is so,’’ said Mr. Simmons. 

**And itis freely stated that you did so in 
the interest of the street car lines.” 

“That is not so,’? said Mr. Simmons, ‘] 
don’t own a doliar’s worth of street car 
stock, and have not for five years, and then I 
only beld it thirty davs on speculation. On 
the contrary, I ama friend of the Herdics. 
Marcus A. Wolffand 1 have been very inti- 
mate for years, and I am anxious to see his 
line succeed and crow.” 

**W hat was the cause of the resolution ?”’ 

**Solely and simply, the complaints of the 
Bank of Commerce. Mr. C. B. Burnham 
wrote a long communication to the Board at 
least ten days ago, stating his grievances. 
A week agoltoid the Secretary to notify 
Mr. Wolff to appear before us last Tuesday. 

f he bad done so the whole 
matter could have been fixed up. I also 
am sure ltold Secretary Gavin to address 
Mr. Wolff as President of the Rapid Transit 
Company. I see that Mr. Wolff says this was 
not done. If this be so, it is a mistake. 
which I wiil look into to-day. No,I am 
much interested in the Herdics, and the 
Board does not waht to injure them.”’ 

**So the street car companies had nothing 
to do with the matter ?’’ 

“Nothing, whatever. Mr. Mason refused 
to vote upon the reso!ution at all, saying that 
it would not be the proper thing for him to 
do. Mr. Cupples was not at the meeting. 
The other three members were in favor of 
tue move and voted for it.’’ 

**W hat doves the board propose to do?” 

**Well, as faras I am concerned I’m will- 
ing to make any arrangement which will! not 
block the streets. I know from observation 
that the stopping at the Bank of Commerce 
corner is an obstruction, especially with the 
street cars making a terminus at the same 


place. Isee by the morning papers that 
Mr. Polack is willing to have them 
stop at his corner, just across 
from the bank. I think that a

{IN THE CIRCUIT COURT 


There was quite a gathering at the motion 
hour this morningin Jucge Adams’ Court 
in anticipation of ahearing of the Herdizc 
Company’s petition for an injunction. It was 
filed last evening at a late 
Reynolds andJohn H. Terry et al. in benaif 
of the company against the Police Board. 

The petitioners sought an order restrain- 
ing any police interference with the Her- 
dic Companv’s busiuvess. At ten o’clock VCity 
Counsellor Beilputin an appearance, sat at 
the counsel table, adjusted his glasses and 
peered into the revised statutes. To a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter he remarked: “This is 
all a misconception and you will see that it is 
before we gettbrough. The Herdic Com- 
pany has never made the required application 
to the Board for a_ stand. They have 
been runningtheir coaches just wherever 
they pleased from one street-corner = to 


another. Complaints were made by business 
houses, and the Board instructed its Sec- 
retary to notify President Wolff 
of the Herdic Company to attend 
its Tuesday session. Mr. Wolff 
ignored the matter. |Had- he met the 


board and talked the affair over the company 
could have formally applied for a stand, and 
the board, in the exercise of 1ts duty, would 
have granted it. The vboardis prepared to 
give the company a stand on one of 
the streets and it is at this time in session for 
that purpose. There is no necessity for any 
litigation in the matter. I came into court, 
however, to see whether the Herdic Company 
intended to press this application for an in- 
junction.” 

Counsel for theHerdic company stated that 
the Police Board had requested the presi- 
dent of the company, to meet them tais 
morning and nothing would be done in court 
pending that conference. Mr. Wolff stood in 
the rotunda holding a letter addressed 
to him on the 20th, by Secretary Gavin, of 
the Police Board, desiring his attendance at 
last Tuesday’s session. The object was not 
stated, and the letter was simply addressed 
‘M.A. Wolff, Esq.” It was misiaid, Mr. 
Wolff says, and that accounted for his non- 
attendance. All the parties discussed 
the matter forafew minutes and withdrew 
in the direction of the Four Courts to attend 
the conference, 

THE PIPE OF PEACE. 


When the attorne;s fur the Herdic compa- 
ny met in Circuit No. 1 this moraing to ar- 
gue the injunction proceedings, they were 
notified that the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners would meet at their coom atthe 
Four Courts and were extended an invita- 


tion to meet the Board at 10:30 
o’clock. The Board met with May- 
or Ewing in the chair and Commis- 


sioners Maxon, Kinkesd and Simmons 
and City Counsellor Beli present. Mr. Ed. 
J. Gay, Maj. McLaren, Marcus A. Wo’ff, 
Judge Carr and E. B. Wolff were present to 
represent the Herdiccompany. The objec’ 
of the meeting was to have a consultation 
and aefine the privileges of the company. Mr. 
Wolff stated that Mr. Polack, whose place o/ 
business is at the southeast corner of Fourth 
and Olive streets, had expressed a desire to 
have the coaches stopin front of his prem- 
isos. Mr. Simmons said he thought he ex- 


pressed the sentiments of the Board when he 
“aid it: “ta deaire to give the Herdic

A 
recess was taken, when President Wolf of the 
Herdic Company retired and in a few min- 
utes returned and presented the following 
communication to the Board. 
To the Hon. Board of Police Commissioners: 
DEAR SIRS:—The Rapid Transit Company 
respectfully request that a stand for the 
stoppage of its coaches be established at the 
corner of Fourth and Olive streets. The 
coaches to stop on the east side of Fourth and 
south of Olive street. Such stand to be oc- 
cupied by only One coach at the same time. 
M.A. WOLFF, 
Pres’t of Rapid Transit Co. 


City Counsellor Bell then drew up a reso- 
lution, which was amended and finally 
adopted, inthe following form: ‘*Whereas 
the Rapid Transit Company of St. Louis has 
this day made a written application to the 
Police Board to establish a stand for its 
coaches; now, therefore, be it 

‘‘Resolved by tbe Board of Police 
Commissioners of the city of St. Louis, 
That the Rapia Transit Company 
is authorized, until further notice, to occupy 
a Stand with its coaches on the east side of 

ourth street. immediately south of Olive 
street; provided, however, that only one 
coach shall occupy said stand at any one 
time, and the right to revoke or modify this 
order is reserved by the Police Board.?’’ 

Mayor Ewing said he understood this to be 
the end of the matter, and that all suits and 
prosecutions instituted by either side would 
be dismissed. ‘The attorney for the Herdic 
company said he had consulted with Mr. 
Wolff, the president, and could assure the 


Board that all proceedings instituted 
by the company would be ais- 
missed, and they expected a similar 


disposition of the Police Court cases. With 
this understanding the meeting adjourned. 

Chief Kennett was cailed in and informed 
of the adoption of the resolution and at once 
instructed to send word to Fourth and 
Olive, and the Herdiec company sent word to 
the coaches at once. 

The arrests yesterday were made by Chief 
Kennett’s orders, in accordance with a reso- 
lution of the board. Mayor Ewing and Mr. 
Simmons stated that when citizens complain- 
ed inthe form ofa ietter tothe board they 
were obliged to take notice of the matter. 


MR. WOLF¥’S STORY. 


After the conference inthe Police Com- 
missigners* room, Mr, M. A. Wolff hastened 
down tothe office of at!egal friend and ad- 
viser with whom he was in close consultation 
for ashorttime. He then visited ’Cnangeand 
was surrounded by acircle of friends, who 
were congratulating him when the POST- 
DISPATCH reporter asked for afew moments 
talk with him. 


‘“‘How does the result suit you???’ was 


asked. 

*T could not ask for an adjustment

and Olive, as we desired.” 


‘*Then you consider it a victory?” 

‘Unquestionably we have showed the po- 
lice that the people have some rights which 
they as policemen are bound to respect, and 
again the trouble has done the Herdics no 
injury.” 

“You considerthe advertising an offset 
for any little loss of timeor traffic that you 
may have suffered?” 

**That is the lew I 
take of it. The Herdics 
are now more popular than ever, and I in- 
tend tomake the Rapid Transit Company 
one of the best paying institutions in the 
city. 

“Do you blame the Missouri Railroad 
Company any?’’ 

‘*No, I have nothing to say against the 
company orits cflicers. There is enough for 
both tines to do.” 

*‘Who was at the head of it, anyway, and 
who do you blame’? 

*‘‘Now the matteris settled, and I don’t 
see Why I should make any enemies or widen 
the breach already made.’? 

**But the charge or the objection—who in- 
stizgated that?’ 

‘*Mr. Simmons was requested by Mr. Burn- 
ham, of the bank, to cali the attention of the 
Police Bourd to the matter, and he did it. I 
received a notification to appear before the 
board, but paid no attention toit, for it 
was not directed to me as president of the 
company. The order was then made, and 
the result you Know. I am perfectly sat- 
isfied with it. You can say that.” 

Mr. Wolffthen turned and rejoined his 
friends. 

MR. MAFFIT’S POSITION. 


A Post-DISPATAH reporter called on Mr. 
Chouteau Maflfit, the president of the Mis- 
sourl Street Railway Company, and asked 
him if he had heard the rumors connecting 
the street railroads with the recent war on 
the Herdics. 

“IT knew nothing about the row,” he said, 
until it was nearly over, andIam positive 
thatif ILhad any influence with the Police 
Department I would never have allowed the 
trouble to have occurred.” 

“The Herdics are not hurting your busi- 
ness?”? 


“Of course not. They are not in our way 
atail. Our receipts are larger than ever be- 
fore, we have ail the business we can do, and 
we are perfectly willing to let the Herdics ruin 
Pine street if the property owners do not ob- 
ject. I want to say this much, that,I regret 
exceedingly that this unfortunate affair has 
occurred, if on no other ground because 


the popular belief connects the 
the street car companies with it, which is 
altogether unfairtous. The scie cause of 
the trouble was r. Burn- 
bam/’s complaint that the stop- 
ping of the vehicles in front of 
the bank was a nuisance. There was no 
other ground, I wish Mr. Wolff every 


possible success. St. Louis is big enough for 
the stret cars and the Herdics too.’ 

‘‘Hlave you seen any member of the Police 
Commission in reference to the Herdics?”’ 

‘*‘No, sir, never. 1 have not seen any of the 
Commissioners; have not spoken 
to any of them, have not had any communi- 
cation with any of them upon this subject or 
upon any other, andl am positive that no 
one connected with the company has had 
any communication with them either. 

DISMISSED. 

The Herdic Company’s injunction pro- 
ceeding against the Police Board was dis- 
missed this afternoon in the Circuit Court, 
as the result of the conference and compro- 
mise.

Cotton Exchange Members Slightly 
Agitated. 
Pa eae a are 
The Newsboys’ Home—The Increased In- 
itiation—Odds and Ends. 


The folowing petition was circulated on 
the Cotton Exchange to-day and received a 
large number of signatures: ‘‘T° WwW. M. 
Senter, President of St. Louis Cotton Ex- 
change: We the nndersigned, members of 
the St. Louis Cotton Exchange, request that 
a meeting be called of the Exchange to ais- 


cuss the adoption of the proposed 
rules for the Government ,of the 
Call Board, and sald meeting to take 


place before the voting commences.’? Oneof 


the signers, asked the object of the meeting, 
said, ‘*It is to bave placed in the rules gov- 
erning the call board that we vote upon to- 
morrow, a rule that the committee who 
drafted these ruies placed in them as we 
thought it one of the most necessary that 
will come before us. .This rule was passed 
by the Committee on By-Laws, a committee 
composed of directors, but when it came be- 


fore the directors as a body it was stricken 
to increase 


out. This rule is 
the Quotation Committee from three 
to five members and to change the 


members of this committee every sixty days, 
instead of having them run through the en- 
tire season. We are getting tired of having 
one man runthis Exchange. St. Louis is 
called a big cotton market, but her Exchange 
is run On a very small style of government.” 
This meeting will probably be held this af- 
ternoon, and promises to be a lively one. 


THE $2,500 INITIATION FEE. 

It is thought the $2,500 initiation fee will 
go before the Exchangefor a vote as 
the Board of Directors will hardly disregard 
this second reque&’t of the members. Parties 
who profess to be well posted say that 
the proposition will surely carry 
if left to a vote of the Exchange. One of the 
members, expressing himself inregard to the 
proposition, said: ‘*This measure will defeat 
itself, as the supply is far ahead of immediate 
or probable demand. It would lower the 
character of the Exchange by making mem- 
berships an article of barter instead of busi- 
ness worth. It would cause the public to 
calculate only the auction value of the cer- 
tificates instead of the more valuable and 
honorable position of being a member of the 
Exchange. The Exchange underits present 
statue is the grand representative body of 
the city and state. Under the new proposi- 
tion it would be merely a speculation with- 
out influence or position.”

THE O. AND M. CONDUCTORS. 


The Discharged Men Feeling Sore Over 
the Affair. 


The information received that all the con- 
ductors on the O. and M. railroad had been 
discharged created a great stir in railroad 
circles, and the ostensible reason was that 
the conductors had been concerned in a ring 
by which the railroad was suffering the loss 
of many thousands of dollars a year; this, 
through the retention of money fares col- 
lected on the line. It is alleged that foralong 
time the railroad officials have 
suspected something of the kind, and have 
had asmallarmy of detectives working up 
the matter until the climax came yesterday. 
The old conductors were duly notified of the 
change, and new hands went out on their 


trains last night from the Union Depot. Itis 
presumed that the discharge movement is a 
general one along the entire line. 

Mr. 8. D. Bacon, the general Western pas- 
senger agent and chief official of the O. & M. 
Railroad located in St. Louis, had only ar- 
rived home from Colorado this morning and 
was entirely inthe darkregarding the mat- 
ter. Several other officials were also spoken 
to, but they had but little knowledge on 
the subjectand had no opinion to exp ress. 

‘‘We never look for lightning to start from 
this end of the line and we are not posted as 
to the motives or causes for action taken at 
the general offices,’? was the report here at 
the generai ticket agents office, “we get 
struck here from Cincinnati the same as 
other piaces along the route. There were 
five men at this point who were invited to 
resign and further than that nothing is 
known.’’ 

One of the discharged conductors was 
found on the railroad circuit, and he said 
that it was very hard, and he had nothing 
more to say at present.

How Mosaic Pictures are Made. 


From The London Telegiaph. 

The guardian inthe velvet skull cap came 
to my aid, when I was at fault, with most 
courteous explanations. He mentioned in- 
cidentally that, in a portrait of Pope Pius V., 
there were one milion seven hundred thousand 
pieces, each no larger than a grain of millet; 
but this statement I take to bave been mainly 
guesswork. The enamel, he proceeded to 
tell me, isa kind of glass, colored with me- 
taltic oxides, and it is so fusible that 


it can be drawn out into threads, 
smal! rods, or oblong sticks of varying 


degrees of fineness, sligntly resembling 
the type used by compositors. These poly- 
chromatic rods are kept in drawers properiy 
numbered, so that the artist always kaows 
to Which case to repair when he requires a 
freshsupply of a particular tint or tints. 
When the picture’is commenced the first step 
is to place ou the easel a slab of marble, cop- 
per or slate of the size fixed upon; and this 
sinb is ho!lowed out to a depth of about 
three and a balf inches, leaving a flat border 
ail round which wil] be on a level with the 
completed mosaic. The excavated slab isin- 
tersected by tvansverse grooves or channels, 
so as to ho!d more tenaciously the cement 
in which the mounts of enamel! will be im- 
bedded. Then the hollowed siab is filled 
with ‘‘zesso,”’? or plaster of Paris, on which 
the proposed design is accurately traced tn 
outline, and usually in pen and ink. The 
artist then proceeds to scoop out a smal) 
portion of the pilaster witha little sharp 


tool. He fills up the cavity thus made 
with wet cement or **mastic,?? 
and into this mastic he successively 


thrusts the “spiculx” or the “tesserz,”’ asthe 
case may be, according to the pattern at his 
side. In the broad folds of drapery or in the 
even shadows of a buckground or aclear sky, 
his morsels of ename! may be as large as one 
of a pair of dice; in the details of lips,or eyes, 
or hair, or foliage, or flowers, the bits of 
glass may be no larger than pin’s heads. 

The cement, or mastic, is made, so far as I 
could gather from my informant,of slaked 
lime, finely powdered Tiburtine marble and 
linseed oil, and when thoroughly dry is as 
hard as flint. Sometimes the mastic which 
fills the cavity, is smoothed and painted in 
fresco, with an exact replica of the pattern, 
ina joto this the bits of glass are driven, ac- 
aul to tint, by means ofa smali wooden 
muliel. If the effect produced 
wounds the artist’s eve he can 
easily amend the defect by withdrawing the 
offending piece of enamel! and driving in an- 
other while the cementis still wet; and, by 
observing proper precautions, it can be kept 
damp for more than a fortnight. When the 
work is completed, any tiny crevices which 
may remain are carefully plugged or “‘step- 
ped” with pounded marble, or with enamel 
mixed with wax, and the entire surface of 
the picture is then ground down to a perfect 
plane, and finally polished with putty and 
oil. Byzantine may be broadly distinguished 
from Roman mosaic by the circumstance of 
the surface of the form_r being left un- 
ground and unpolished—save where there is

burnished gold—thus leaving an 
irreguiarity of surface productive 
of great vigor of effect. A vir- 
tuous pieture of the Byzantine stye 


can at once be recognized asa mosaic, even 
if it be hung at an altitude of abundred feet 
fromthe ground; but a perfected mosaic 
picture,after the Roman manner,might easily 
be mistaken, even atavery short distance, 
fora very elabofately finished and highly 
varnished painting in oils.

A DAKOTA ZEPHYR. 


How the Winds Cavort Around in the 


Wiid Northwest. 
From the Fargo Sunday Argus. 


The liveliest zephyr of the season was that 
of Tuesday night. I[tsmote all the zolian 
harps with the fingers of a forty-horse- 
power steam thresher. From every part of 
the Northwest come stories of its capers. In 
Fargo and the Valley its mad-cap pranks 
were beyond a/l the mathematics of a census 
bureau to enumerate. It howled and whistled 
like athousand camp-meetings of coyotes 
and small boys. Itshrieked with the mad 
merriment of myriads of fiends let loose for a 
night of high wassail. It wailed and moaned 
like legions of damned spirits riding the 
blaston side-saddies of red-hot iron. It 
slammed and clattered signs and doors, car- 
ried away chimneys and stray dogs, and 
tom-cats and 
loose boards scurrying like shot from a 
swivel-gun in every direction. It shook every

sleigh straight tothe skies; and the whole 
night grew hilariously, dizziiy drunk on per- 
fumes intoxicating as sniffs from the gar- 
dens of Guilin her bloom,or deep-drawn 
whiffs fromthe ambrosia jugs of Thomas 
and Jeremiah. 
The tricks this riproarious breeze from 
Saskatchewan played on the beaux and belles 
of the Qui Vive club were many and hideous 
and wild. The dance was over. It was mid- 
an my the hour for home-going, and for 
softiy breathing “good-bye, sweetheart.” 
The flower-and-fragrance-laden blizzard was 
in the height of hisrevel. it snorted and 
snickeredinthe faces of the young fairy 
princesses and their attendant knights. It 
snatched off their hats and hoods, and 
strewed them among the tree-tops along the 
majestic Red River. It tore the kinks out of 
their bangs, aud whisked the invisible nets 
that held them away to realms of eternal in- 
visibility. It got inside their ulsters and 
overcoats, and made them look like bal- 
loons on a bust, or airy and inebriated 
haystacks danciug the racquet. It upset 
their carriages on sleigh-runners, and sent 
them whirling over and over like squirrel 
cages, turning the gay occupants more som 
ersaults in a minute than would run a first- 
class circus a whole season. Of ail earth’s 
rare and radiant maidens, Fargo girls are 
the only ones who can turn somersaults in 
full evening costume without making an un- 
seemly dispiay of even so much as a shoe- 
stiing or a tiny slipper-toe; buta Fargo man 
in a pigeon-tail coat, standing on his head, 
orin rapid revolution end over end, is too. 
too uputterably utterly funny for any use 
but as a frontispiece in a comic almanac, or 
a lay figure in a Punch-and-Judy show. 
But the worst damage done by this play- 
ful outburst of the Kamsekatkan Molus 
was to the fruit-crop of the Dakotan Gar- 
den of the Gods. It 1s estimated that, next 
morning, within a radius of seventy-five 
miles from Fargo, at least 9,500,500,500,500, - 
500,500 barrels of oranges, bananas, plan- 
~ tains, pomegranates, pineapples and huckle- 
berries lay strewn in luscious ruin beneath 
Yho trees. In Mayor Chapin’s 10,000-acre 
orchard just north of the city, tne ground 
was covered a foot deep on a level with 
oranges averaging six inches in diameter. 
To gather them was impossible without im- 
rting more laborers than the Northern: 
,acific and Manitoba railroads could trans- 
port before the next one-fourth 
of July, So, after a consulta- 
tion! with Col. Morton, O. W. Bennett, 
A. C. Batchelor, D. B. Durgin, Charley Ab- 
bott, Mayor Bruns, of Moorhead, and other 
eminent eying add fine stock-raisers, 
his honor decided to turn into this gorgeous 
banqueting place 100,000 of his native-bred 
Dakota hogs.

finest sugar-cured bacon. One shoulder 
consists of delicious venison and the other is 
made up of the most savory mountain sheep 
flesh. The breast on side is that of a fat and 
juicy wild turkey, and on the other of can- 
vas-back duck fresh from the meadows of 
wild celery. Inside, where common swine 
are full of sausage-covers and such uninvit- 
ing material, these rare Dakota Porkers are 
stuffed with exquisitely seasoned sausages, 
seery pudding and apple-sauce: and their 
eads are curiously wroucht jewel-caskets of 
bone filled with almonds, raisins 
and Vachon’s rarest confectionery. 
Their tusks areof the costliest ivory, often 
tipped with pure Dakota gold, and twenty 
pounds of daintiest knife-handle and card- 
case material is frequently obtained from a 
single masculine porcine quadruped. Their 
tails, which are from three to five and a 
haif feet in length, are sola throughout the 
country for riding whips and whistles, and 
the ears in great demand for silk purses for 
Christmas presents to popular preachers and 
elitors.

A Fortune Found After Many Years. 
From the Newcastle Journal. 


A sum of £250,000 has fallen toa Mr. Rob- 
ert Robson, Hexham, ynder the following 
extraordinary circumstances: In the early 
part of last century a brother of Robson’s 

andfather Having married an heiress, a 

iss Waiker, of Corbridge, went to Man- 
chester, where he began business as a wine 
and spirit merchant. The lady died withou' 
having had issue, as also did another lady to 
whom her husband was subsequently mar- 
ried. In course of time the widower retired 
from active life and went to live in a private 
house, where his household consisted of a 
manservant and two maidservants. In the 
month of March, 1742, it was noticed that the 
house was closed, but, as there was among the 
neighbors an impression that the family had 
gone on a Visit to the country or the seaside, 
little notice was taken of the circumstance. 
Gradually, however, suspicion began to be 
aroused, and atthe end of a fortnight the 
house was broken into and it was found that 
the owner had been murdered and the house 
ransacked and robbed. The dead body of 
the murdered man was found in the cellar, 
and a gold watch which he wore had been 
taken away. Aninguest wus held, and a 
verdict of “wilful murder” against some per- 
son or persons unknown was returned. 
Suspicion pointed strongly to the man and 
maid servants, but they absconded and were 
never heard of. The murdered man had 
been possessed of considerable property. It 
was known that he was the owner of several 
hotels and a block of property in Mancues- 
ter, and a sum of £13,000 was standing to his 
credit in one of the Mauchester banks, 
but as no relative came forward to 
claim it the property found its way 
into the Court of Chancery, where it would 
probably have remained forever but for an 
accident which recently occurred. Some ten 
or twelve months ago Mr. Robson, of Hex- 
ham, the direct lineal descendant and heir 
of the murdered man, was walking along the 
High Level Bridge, Gateshead, when he was 
met by a gentleman named Wear, residing in 
iateshead. who recognized him and gave 
him information which has led to his estab- 
lishing a claim in the Court of Chancery, and 
to the property being decreed tohim. The 
decree of the Master in Chancery is that the 
property is to be handed over to Robert 
Robson on the 2Ist of March next, and it 
will then have been in the court for the long 
period of 138 years. Mr. Robson is between 
sixty and seventy years of age,and is a wood- 
man, at which occupation he has worked a'l 
his life. He has no relative except a daught- 
er-in-law; and it mav be added that 
he is very philosophic under his huge accu- 
mulation of fortune; heis neither unduly 
elated, nor does he regret that his life hith- 
erto has been passed in toil.

THE VERDICT. , 

That there ever shouid have been a serious 
doubt and apprehension about the result of 
the GUITEAU trial was in itself an insult to 
the intelligence of the jury and the working 
of American justice. There was really no 
case, no defense; no evidence to throw the 
least doubt upon the self-admitted fact that 
the murder of the President was not an act of 
impulse, hot blood or passion, hut of cool, 
careful, cunning, crueliy intelligent de- 
liberation. To say that there was no defense 
is no exaggeration whatever. The defense 
was so remarkab!y peculiar that it was bound 
to react and help the prosecution. 

Of the three tmportant lines of (lefense two, 
that GARFIELD might and should have been 
raetored to health, that he was only wounded 
by GUITEAU, but killed by the physicians’ 
malpractice, and the question of jurisdiction 
—GARFIELD having died in New Jersey, 
leaving the shooting or wounding and not the 
killing, for the courts of the District of Col- 
umbia—were entireiy abandoned from the 
very beginning. This left as the oniy defense 
the plea of insanity. Buteven thia was re- 
duced by GUITEAU himselfto aimost notn- 


ing, for he claimed to have _ been 
insane only on the day of the 
murder, and violently resented the im- 


putation that ne was not perfectly sane both 
before and since that time. 

There is no proof whatever to warrant the 
general impression that GUITEAU simulated 
insanity during the trial. Ontbe contrary. 
Allthe evidence points directly to the op- 


slightest foundation for this belief, but 
nearly everybody felt it to be his or her duty 
to sympathize with what appeared to be the 
under dog in the fight. There was no par- 
ticular love for Mr. WOLFF or his bumping 
coaches, but the idea prevailed'that he was 
being oppressed.

When they derided 
the police yesterday it was not because they 
admired Mr. WOLFF or were attached to his 
‘*Hierdics” but they knew that PaTs and his 
fellow gamblers were defying the law every 
day—with the knowledge and consent of the 
Police Board—and the activity of the police 
in *“*moving on’ the “*Herdics’’ filled them 
with disgust for what might be termed the 
inequality of justice. If the Poiice Commis- 
sioners were wise men, capable of being in- 
structed, they would extract a Valuable les- 
son from yesterday’s proceedings.

Interesting Review of Mysterious 
Murders in St. Louis. 


Eighteen Bloody Tragedies in Nine 
Years

Whose Perpetrators Were Never.

Startling Showing of the Fallacy of the 
Detective Sleuth-hound Instinct. 


An interesting chapter in the criminal his- 
tory of St. Louis is the record of mysterious 
murders which have never been accounted 
for, and for which the assassins bave never 
been brought to justice. ‘Murder will out,’ 
is an old saying which is not verified by the 
police and evroners’ records in this city. Dur- 
ing the busy “old Levee times,” and later 
during and just succeeding the war a death 
under peculiar circumstances was not 80 
unusual that it should go on the police 
books. A fued was easily settled with a dray- 
pin in those days and the coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict of fracture of the skull 
without much reference tothe little occur- 
rence from which said fracture resulted. 
From the reeords atthe Four Courts for the 
last dozen years the following stories of 
sudden and mysterious takings off were 
compiled and may prove very interesting. 

CHARLES M’KEE,. 

About 11 o’clock on the night of May 15, 

1872, Charles McKee, a colored man, called 


to see a girl who was living at 1217 Pine 
street. He met arival, andin an aitercation 
that followed he was shot and instantly 
killed. His murderer escaped and his identity 
Was never discovered, as the girl had not 
seen either of them that night. 

, IDA BUCKLEY. 

At dawn one morning in June 1874, a far- 
mer living nine miles from the ciiy onthe 
_ Olive street road, went out into his orchard 

where he had heard noises the night before 
and found the body of a young girl hacked 
and butchered. The discovery was reported 
to the police. The deceaved wus a St. Louis 

ri, who had gone down hill and was a resi- 

ent of a Green street barnio. She had been 
at the hovse about 11 o’clock on the 
previous nicht, when a young man whom the 
other girls of the house supposed was her 
cousin called on her. The two ieft the 
house together. A wagon containing three 
men and a strusgling wonian was seen about 
midnight that nighton Olive street. A wagon 
atained with blood was found next day on 
Kignth street, John McNearv, 4 cousin of 
the girl, Was arrested for the murder, tried 
twice, and the case was then continued gen- 
eraliy, so thatthe sureud of mvstery that 
enveloped it the first day sti!l hides the se- 
@rct of the poer witl’s murder. 

A BARKELPER'S MURDER. 

One Sunday worning in 1875, the bar- 
keeper of the Paris House, No. 2120 Frank- 
avenue, became involved in a wordy aiter- 
cation with four men who refused to quit 
playing cards at five o’clockto allow the 
saloon to close. During a scuffle which re- 
suited the barkeeper was struck in the head. 
Officer Christ. Palmer was called in shorts 
before the trouble but the four menieft. A 
few hours later it was ascertained that the 
saloon keeper had received a fatal stab in 
the top of the bead with a lunch fork.,which 
penetratea the skuil without causing the 
wound to bleed. ) 

HENRY AMSON. 

Henry Amson, a retired werchant, 
on Winter street nesrsS oddad 
yeersago,. He retired curiv and was 
tomed on waking during the night to waik 
and smoke. On the morning of January 7, | 
1876, he was found dead onthe stirs with a | 
bullet wound in his head. It was supposed 
that while walking during the night, be heard 
burgiare in the .ovwver : ‘Ory, 48 Was eVidenced 
by the condition of things in the morning, 
and when he started to go down stairs he 
was shot and instantly killed. 

WILLIAM BUCK. 

William Puck, a farmer living on the 
Olarkson roid, eight miles from the city 
rode up to John Miller’s house on the nivht 
of December 2S. 1876. Both he and the 
horse were wounded. He azid he had been 
attacked by three men on the road and they 
attempted torob him, but he made his es- 
we Buck’s wound proved fatal next day.

WILLIAM J. DEES, 
On the night of April 12, 1876, or the morn- 
ing of the 18th, William J. Dees, Diasterer, 
an Important witness for the State in the 
umont-Baldwin murder case, disap- 
ared. Ten days later his body was found 
oating in the river at Carondelet. About 
yg April 12, Dees was seen at the ecor- 
ner of Seventh and Myrtie streets, drunk, 
and accempanied by and _ conversing 
with an unknown man, who concealed 
his features by drawing a black felt hat 
well down over his face. John Dees, a 
brother of the deceased, toa the case in 
hand and brought Beaumont to trial on 
achargejof murder,but the/defendant was ac- 
quitted on the cvidence elicited and the 
murder passed down as a mystery, 

ni ' THE RINNE MYSTERY, 

out Vecember, IS77, the muré 
Viola elle Rinne wus adsorbing the at of 
tion of the police and was known as “the 
mystery of the Meremac.’’ She was the 
wife ofa mannamed Charies A. Rinre, of 
whose treatment she had often complained 
to her friends. She wes a good-looking 
oung womar and had one child by her hus- 
and, for whieh she started out to 
make a living, leaving Rinne to 
look out for himself. This separation 
took place in November, i876. Sbor'tiy after 
Rinne was found living at No, 1518 North 
Seventeenth ‘treet, where Mollie |Brooks, 
alias Aldrich, a well-known character, was 
keeping house. Husband and wife occa- 
sionaliy met, and the result was that Mrs. 
Rinne conv to her friends a fear that her 
husband d kill her. She went to No. 
1010 Carr street, taking her infant with her. 
One night the child was removed 
to @ grocery, corner of Ninth and Mound 
ts, Where the mother burried after it. 
she met Rinne. A hurried conversa- 
tion merece between man and wife, and 
this was the lastseen of the woman alive. 
Sunday murning, December 16, 1877, 
Chisier found a Woman’s corpse on 
beach bar, one mile from Fenton, on 
the Meremac river. It was subsequently 
passed that about the time of the meeting 
at nth and Mound streets, Rinne tooka 
jate train on the Missouri Pa- 
cific one bt and went to his parents, 
lived in county, Missouri.

released. The body foundin the Meremac 
had been deposited onthe bar by the the 
falling waters and was identified as Mrs. 
Rinne. Mrs. Elijah Orr, who __itived 
at 1515 North Ninth street, ihformed 
the police that the deceased had told her a 
few days bnfore the meeting at Ninth and 
Mound etreets that she intended going to the 
country with *“*Charlie’’ to his people. She 
took Mrs. Orr’s address on a scrap of paper 
and promised to write how they got along. 
This scrap was found in a purse taken from 
the body in the Meramec, and served 
to identify. On the 12th of January, 
1878, James Robinson, a colored man 
living in the hollow near the railroad bridge 
over the river, reported that on the night of 
November 15, 1877, whenthe express train 
stopped at Meremac station he heard mutf- 
fled shrieks and a scuffle on the bridge. He 
(iressed himself and went out on the bridge, 
but when he arrived there he heard nothing. 
The night was dark and a heavy rain poured 
down, so he did not pursue his investigation. 
Other stories were related in connection with 
this death, but the murder was never cleared 


up. 
MRS. E. OKSTEREICH ER. 

On the night of January 14, 1878, Mrs. HB. 
Oestereicher, a married woman living at 614 
Spruce street,died suddenly. She was buried 
on the 17th, and within a few days startling 
rumors werein circulation. The ‘coroner 
exhumed the body and found it literally 
butchered, apparentiy with the intent to 
procure abortion. Besides this the body 
was bruised in vital parts. The result of the 
coroner’s inquest was the arrest of a pbysi- 
cian. The busband became insane during 
the inquest and this put an end to the pro- 
ceedings. 

JUDGE MAYO. 

The disappearance and probable muraer 
of Judge William Mayoin this city was the 
town talk formuch more than the tradi- 
tional nine days. Judge Mayo was a wealthy 
lawyer and resided at Leavenwortb, 
Kas. On Januarv 18, 1878, ne put up at the 
Laclede Hotel on his way to Olney, IIil., to 
adjusta defalcation in a bank there, in 
which he was largely interested. He was 
over 70 years of age,but robust and hearty.On 
the evening of January 19, 1878, he boarded 
4 train at Union Depot, carrying a 
grip-sack in one hand and a gold-headed 
cane in thejother. He was last seen, dead or 
alive, by his friends when the train conduc- 
tor, with whom he was acquainted, held a 
conversation with him just before 
the train started over the 
bridge. He was in his seat then, 
but when the train reached the Relay Depot 
East St. Louis, the cane and valise were still 
there, but the owner was missing. His pro- 

erty went on to Cincinnati, O. Judge 

ayo was related to ex-Mayor Brown and 
Wilson Keach, of this city, who took the 
matter in hand and expended large 
amounts of money to clear up the 
mystery, but withouz avail. Large 
squads of trusted men were sent over to ILili- 
nois to hunt the country while some of the 
best detectives in the country, were put on 
the case. A reward of $600 was offered for 
his body, but never claumed. The judge 
was interested in a large amount of valuable 
property which these in charge had long 
been suspected of mismanaging. An inves- 
tigation was about to be made, and the sup- 
position was that seme one who had good 
reason to wish the old man’s \death had him 
thrown from the platform of the cars while 
crossing the bridge. 

MATHEW GRAHAM. 

Mathew Graham, a well to-do plasterer 
‘living at 1511 North Fourteenth street, and 
was animportant witnessin a murder case 
pending at the time of his probable murder. 
A few days before the case was called for 
trial he disappeared. This was reported to 
the police on February 15, 1878. It was as- 
certained that he was seen drunk atseventh 
and Wash streets with $83 in his possession. 
On the nigbt of the 14th a man answering his 
description told a bridge policeman that he 
wanted to cross the bridge as two strange 
men were cane te him. The two men he 
spoke ofecrossed while he was speaking to 
the officer, and at 9oclock he and the officer 
started across and parted at the east side. 
Since thatnight nothing was ever heard of 
him. 

» HENRY SEYMOUR 

Henry Seymour, aged forty years,a native 
of Georgia, and a stone cutter by trade, ar- 
rived at Currin’s boarding-house, corner of 
Main and Elm streets, June 20, 1878 He had 
a return ticket from Texarkana te St. Louis. 
Thougt-reticent he treated freely, exhibiting 
$180 iv bills while paying forthe drink. At 
daylight June 21 his dead body was found 
on a pile of skids on the levee near the foot 


of Marketstreet. The duston the incline 
had not been marked when the police set 
out to investigate the murder. A trail and

He 
looked out, but could see nothing, and so the 
assassin, Who cut the pockets from Seymvur’s 
clothes escaped detection. 


CHARLES T. SMITH. 

Charles T. Smith, an incustrious ship ecar- 
penter, living ia South St. Louis, was out of 
employment, andtosuppiy the immediate 
wants of alarge family hetold his wife he 
would go overto Bluff Lake, Illinois, and 
catch a bae of frogs for which he could 
easily find sale. He owneda fine skiff, in 
which he crossed to the TI'linois shore early 
on the morning of March 22, 1878. No tidings 
were heard from him, and after severai 
days ap investigation was started, when it 
was ascertained that the last acquaintance 
who saw him was atavern-keeper, back of 
Eat Carondelet. Smith called there after 
dark on the night of the 22d, and said he ws 

oing home witha sack of frogs. He had 
had poor luck. At this time the river was 
high, but was rapidly receding. A few days 
later Smith’s skiff was discovered sunk 
in the river at the foot of Elwood 
street, Carondelet. It was raised and closely 
examined. The skiff was filled with rocks 
and the oars were carefully stowed under 
the seats. The chain bore evidence of hav- 
ing been filed but the rope that was usuaily 
attached to the bow was missing. Some iron 
tilings and a piece of pine wood stained with 
blood were found onthe ferry boat at Kast 
Carondelet, where Smith tied up his skiff 
on the morning of the 22nd. Fur- 
ther than this there Was no ciue to 
what was doubtless a horrible murder. The 
theory that found most favor was, that, after 
the ferry-boat had stopped running that 
night, Smith came upon some person filing 
the chain which held his skiff to the flat’s 
floor beam. A ecufile ensued and Smith was 
killed. The murderers then filled his sack 
with stone, and tied it with the rope to the 
body, which they threw overboard 
in the middle of the river. When they 
arrived in Carondelet, the skiff was 
filled with rocks and sunk and in this 
ull evidences of the murder, which to this 
day has never been explained, were hidden. 

JACKSON GARDENER. 

Jackson Gardener, a negro, Was pursued 
on the night of August 5, 1879, by police offi- 
cers and private watchmen for immoral con- 
duet at Fifth and Pine streets. He was fa- 
tally shot, but who fired the shot that killed 
him was never discovered. 

CHARLES BROWN, 
a colored man, was fatally shot October 30, 
1880, during a riot at Lucas Market by some 
unknown person, 
OFFICER MIKE WALSH. 

A sleety morning, December 5, 1880, Mich- 
ae! Walsh, a powerful youre man, for ten 
yearsa faithful police officer, was shot 
through the brain and instantly Killed by a 
burglar who he was trying to arrest at 2:30 
a. m.. at the southwest corner of Sixteenth 
and Olive streets. The mystery was nv 
cleared up until the Slst of the following 
January, whena ‘**pal squealed.’”’ There 
are still links in the chain of evidence to be 
supplied, but the real murderer is now be-

There was no clue in this case until 
Chief Deputy Williams, of Edwardsville, 
Ill., took into his confidence a “‘pal,’? who 
was with the trio on the night of the mur- 
der. Deiectivos Lawler, Chapman an 
Stewart and Mr. Williams worked on the 
case day and nigbt for several weéks with- 
out any pecuniary assistance, footing all bills 
from their own pockets. The written state- 
ments cover 180 pages of foolscap, which will 
probably be presented to some grand jury 
tor anindictment. As yet the case js not 
completely clear, from a legal standpoint, 
but there is ho doubt that had the eflicient 
officers who worked so vigorously in the 
premises been afforded thé assistance they 
should have received a conviction 
would easily have bean secured. 
MURDER IN WILD CAT CHUTE. 

An Italian tinner named Moresi, living 
near Castle Thunder, inthe block bounded 
Carr and Biddie and Seventh and Eighth 
streets, wasshot while standing in his own 
door one night in 1880. The murderer was 
never discovered, but Capt. Huebler soon 
landed a young man, to whom suspicion 
pointed, in the penitentiary on another 
charge. 

FRED. TONKIN,. 

The most recent of these mysterious mur- 
ders is the killing of Alfred Tonkin, a peep- 
ing Tom inthe shadows of the Second Pres- 
byterian Church while engaged in wathching 
an immoral couple. Kitty Muleahy is now 
in jail, having confessed her cuiit, and await- 
ing trial, but itis safe to say that the murder 
will takeits place among the unexplained 
homicides.

Poison for the People. 
From Food and Health. 

Committees of experts tell of adulteration 
in food that is simply appalling. Were the 
ingredients which are mixed with food in- 
nocuo! s it would still be a very great hard- 
ship; but whenitis known that the most 
violent poisons aru employed itis a marvel 
that the whole country does aot rise up and 
put a stopto such practices and punish all 
deaiers who sei] poisonous articles of food. 
If confirmation of these startling statemen's 
were needed one has only to read the facts 
recently brought to lightin Chicago, where 
it is impossible to find pure sugar and where 
not ten per cent of the milk is good. In that 
city the bread, without exception, is poison- 
ous, the teas were never imported, but are 
made of leaves “‘faced” with Prussian blue 
and chromate oflead. Seventy-five percent 
of the cream of tartar is white earth, 
and the coffee is coated with lamp-biack. But 
Chicago 1s no worse than other cities. Bak- 
ing powders are largely composed of alum, 
Pickling fluid 18 diluted with sulphuric acid, 
alum and verdigris to give it a peculiar 
flavor. 

The manufacture of a great deal of ourcon- 
fectionery should be punished as a crime, for 
much of the candy sold to children is simply 
alump of white earth, made attractive to 
the eye with arsenical paint and sweetened 
with glucose. Costly spices are counter- 
feited ina terribly grotesque manner, the 
flavoring beiug given by the rankest poisons. 
Io these and other adulterations arsenic plays 
the largest part. We import anrually 2,000,- 
000 pounds of this deadly poison—one cent’s 
worth of which would kiii 2,800 people—and 
the buik of this import is used in the prepar- 
ation of food and clotning.

A Case of Affinity.

William Richards, brother of ex-Mayor 
Richards, of Dover, N. J., left that place 
suddenly on January 17, in company with 
Miss Lizzie Lambert, daughter of Wm.

The Annunciator and the Patrol 
Wagons to be Tried. \ 
Oe 


Innovations and Improvements in the 
Workings of the Police Force. 


The Board of Police Commissioners met 
this morning and examined the workings of 
the “blue box,’’ a part of the patrol system 
which will shortly be adopted by the police 
department in this city. Supt. Hilgendorf, 
of the fireana police telegraph, received a 
box from Chicago. It stood in tne hall of 
the police wing of the Four Courts, 
and was examined with many 
surmises by outsiders. Supt. Hil- 


gendorf rigged up the boxin one corner 
of the supply room, and the recording in- 


strument in another. After the 
board disposed of the business 
be/ore them Commissioner Kinkead 


invited the others into the ante room to in- 
spect the workings of the box. Itis an oc- 
taugonal prime column with a mean diameter 
of about three feetand about ten feet high, 
covered witn a glass roof,from which projects 
a pipe for the lamp-post and two irun rods 
for the insulators. It is painted a light blue, 
but will scarcely be considered an ornament, 
though its utility is expected to amply 
make up (for its lack of beauty. 
In this box, one side of which swings on two 
six-inch strap-iron hinges, is placed the in- 
strument and telephone. By placing the 
needie of a dial at one point and pulling down 
the hook the register in the 

olice station calls either wagon or telephone. 

n the latter case communication can be held 
between the officer on the beat and his 
captain or his sergeant at the _ station. 
Chis instrument will be placed in private 
residences. A man in his vwn bed-room who 
hears suspicious noises or sees burgiars at- 
tempting to enter the house, can 
pull the hook for the patrol 
wagon, which will answer and stop within a 
certain distance of the house from which the 
message has been received. This wagon will 


be manned by four officers and _ fur- 
nished with dark lanterns aud other 
accoutrements. A kev of each residence 


having an instrument willbe left sealed in 
the station at which the nearest wagon is lo- 
cated. When the call is received this 
key istaken, and on reaching the housa 
two men gotothe rearof the house while 
two enter by thefront door. The cost of an 
annunciator will be $35. Within the next 
sixty days twenty-five biue boxes and two 
wagons will be built. One wagon will be 
stationed at the Third District station, Sev- 
enth and Carr streets,and another at the 
Chestnut street station, Second and Chestnut 
streets. It is intended that there will be 200 
of these boxes ultimately, but 25 will be put 
up at first.

ASSESSED VALUATION. 


Comptroller Adreon’s Views on the 
Subject—He Thinks it too Low. 


Comptroller Adreon was questioned this 
morning by a Post-DISPATCH reporter con- 
cerning the statement recently made by the 
Comptroller to a member of the State Board 
of Equalization on the subject of the assessed 
valuation of realand personal property in 
this city. The statement was contained in 
our telegraphic dispatches yesterday, and 
was to the effect that the valuation is entirely 
toolow. Mr. Adreon said: 


“T did say toa member of the State Board 
of Equalization that if any efficient way of 
reaching personal property of certain kinds 
could be devised, we ought to be able to 
bring tbe total valuation of real and personal 
property up to at least $200,000,000.’ 

**How much is it now?’ 

Well, last year it was $165,000,000. I can’t 
say what it will be this — but I do not im- 
agineit will be greatly in excess of this 
amount.” 

“Then you think that upwards of $35,000,- 
000 worth of _ property escaped tax- 
tion last year?’ 

**Yes, sir, fully that.” 

“What about the assessed valuation of res! 
estate in St. Louis?” 

“Well, insome parts of the city assess- 
ments are fair, but in some they are too high 
and in others too low.’’ 

**In what partofj the city are they too 
low?’ 

“Inthe central or business part of town. 
A very great iliustration of this fact,to men- 
tion only a single instance, isthe Jaccard 
building, on Fifth and Olive streets. This 
building was sold not long avo for $40,000 more 
in eash than it was assessed for. Now in the 
outivying and northern part of the city assess- 


ments are 100 high. The general 
average of assessments, however, 
are fair and reasonable. The great 


problem in St. Louis and in every otner large 
ci y is properly to estimate the valuation of 
personal property for purposes of taxation, 
and to provide some means to secure pay- 
ment of taxes on this species of property.” 

“Te the collection of taxes on all species of 
personal property alike difficult ”’ 

“No, oniy on certain kinds. Furniture and 
that clare of property can be levied on for de- 
linquent taxes; but notes, bonds and other 
choses in action, which are taxable, cannot 
be reached in any adequate manner by the 
collector. Real estate can be reached by suit, 
furniture can be levied upon, but the coi- 
lecter cannot reach notes, bonds, etc., in 
either of these ways. He is oy helpless. 
The last State Legislature grappled with this 


question. They draughted a law of this 
kind: that it should be a yalid de- 
fence to the coilection of a promis- 


een aemeoeet from the "1 an
